Key to nationwide, half-fare 
travel for anyone from age 12 
to 22 Is the Youth Fare Iden¬ 
tification Card. The cards are 
available at $3 each from 
American’s ticket offices coast 
to coast, representatives on 
hundreds of college campuses, 
some travel agencies and froir 
a special mail-order center 
at the airline’s New Yorkhead- 
quarters. 

Officials of the airline said 
that more than 33.million young 
Americans are In the eligible 
age bracket. 

The nation’s two largest 
hotel chains—the Sheraton and 
the Hilton—have announced they 
are backing the plan and will 
give card holders special rates 
and privileges under . a wide 
variety of conditions. 

Any holder of an Identifi¬ 
cation card can purchase, on a 
standby basis, a ticket for travel 
anywhere on American Air¬ 
lines’ domestic system. Qual¬ 
ification for the card Is simple; 
any document which offers legal 
proof of age, and three dollars 
are all that’s needed. The card 
may be purchased by mall, and 
validation will be made at the 
American Airlines Installation 
the card holders uses to make 
his first trip. Validation, of 
course, calls for proof of age. 

As part of the plan American 
Airlines Is producing a 64-page 
booklet, to be distributed free, 
entitled “Go Go American,” 
which explains the plan and 
perhaps equally Important, 
gives the card holder a look 
at the country from the teen¬ 
age point of view—or, where 
the action Is. In addition, the 
book has up to $200 worth of 


discount coupons for amuse¬ 
ment parks, restaurants, etc., 
aound the nation. 

In New York and Los An¬ 
geles, on January 27, American 
was to open teen lounges In 
Its terminals at Kennedy and 
Los Angeles International Air¬ 
ports, especially designed and 
equipped places In which card

Another Important fact ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Rogers, was that 
It Is always the duty of every 
person to be ready to assist 
anyone at anytime to prevent 
dropout because frequently it 
Is a classmate who prevents 
someone from committing such 
a foolish act.

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Unions: Enter But No Exit?

When you graduate and go to work, are you going to be 
forced Into joining a union against your will? You might have, 
to . Whether you want to or not. There has been much talk 
In the last few months about section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley 
Act simply because of die Influence it has over millions of 
workers. 

Briefly stated, 14(b) gives a worker the right to choose 
whether he wants to Join a union or not. 

There Is move In Congress • to repeal section 14(b) 
which would give the unions unlimited powers In forming union 
shops. But even as Important as this Is, this Is not the para 
mcunt question. 

The most Important question Is whether a worker will 
be given a fredom of choice In deciding whether he wants to 
join a union. Many politicians claim that 14(b) Is unpopular 
throughout the country. This Is not so. The right-to-work 
laws are In practice In 19 of our 50 states today. Many politi¬ 
cians claim die 14(b) Is unconstitutional. This Is not so 
Countless times the courts throughout the land has upheld 
the constitutionality of 14(b). 

In the words of our Presldent/'The promise of America 
Is opportunity for our people,” Is a fine precept. However, 
many has been the time where this has not been the case 
simply due to union Intervention. 

For Instance, In 1963, Douglas Aircraft In California was 
forced, by a vote of the workers, to require all of Its em¬ 
ployees to either join a union or pay union dues. When 30 
workers would not do either, they were fired, even though 
each averaged having been with the company for over 25 years. 

If 14(b) was repealed It would compel American working 
men and women to join unions, or to pay union dues, even 
though It would be against their will and belief. 

It would compel workers to join even In many Instances 
where a majority Involved do not desire “union security” 
clauses In their contract or In fact do not even desire union 
representation. 

The initiative of union leaders to work for the benefit 
of the employees would be lessened because the unions would 
know that the worker had to accept him. 

Our national policy of freedom of choice would be con tar y to 
what we profess and contrary toother democratic countries such 
as Austria, Denmark, and Belgium where compulsory union¬ 
ism Is prohibited by their constitutions. 

It coqld provide organized labor with the additional econo¬ 
mic and political power to secure its real objectlve--abolltloB 
of the ban on the “closed shop.” 

It would result In increased strikes, picketing and general 
violence, especially In the 19 states--.of which Tennessee is 
one--where right to work laws are In force. 

Of all the businesses in the country, 99% of them could 
be classed as “small business.” Repealing 14(b) would ad¬ 
versely affect these businesses that can npt operate under 
union domination. 

The question before us is not whether one should be anti- 
union or not, but whether .we deslre-to continue to have our 
freedom of choice. —C. L. M.

holders can assemble and relax 
before their flights. 

Marlon Sadler, president of 
American, In announcing Amer¬ 
ican’s drive for card sales, 
said: "The CAB’s action, as 
we see It, is confirmation of 
our own belief that the young 
people of this country are ready 
to travel by air, If the price Is 
right for them. And that’s what 
our Youth Plan Is all about: 
we want to get the young 
people flying and we want to 
make it easy for them. And 
from our point of view, young 
people converted to air travel 
are our future customers.” 

Sadler pointed out that the 
American Youth Plan also Is a 
direct contribution to Presi¬ 
dent Johnson’s "Discover A- 
merlca” program, offering 33 
million young Americans a 
chance to see their country at 
the lowest travel rates ever 
offered. At the same time, 
the plan Is available to any 
foreign youngster between 12 
and 22 and this, Sadler said, 
could add heavily to the list 
of overseas visitors this year. 

This Is the way die plan 
works: 

1. American’s Youth Plan 
was to become effective tn Jan¬ 
uary 27. From that time on, 
any holder of a Youth Plan 
Identification Card may pur¬ 
chase a ticket, at half the jet 
coach fare, for travel any¬ 
where on American Airlines’ 
domestic system on a stand by 
basis. He or she will be 
boarded after regular revenue 
passengers and military stan¬ 
dbys. 

2. Youth Plan Cards are now 
available at any American Air¬ 
lines ticket office. In addition.

they may be purchased by mall, 
from American Airlines, Youth 
Plan Headquarters, 633 Third 
Avenue, New York, N. Y. 10017. 
These cards must be validated, 
using legal proof of age, at 
any American Airlines ticket 
office before first use. 

S. “Go Go American,” 
the 64-page booklet detailing 
the “action areas” for teen¬ 
agers around the country, Is 
available at American Airlines 
ticket offices, or by mall, from 
Youth Plan Headquarters. The 
booklet Is free. 

4. A special campus pro¬ 
gram Is being staged by the 
National Employment Services 
Institute which maintains re¬ 
presentatives atnundredsof col¬ 
leges and universities through¬ 
out the country. 

5. The Youth Fare plan 
will not be In effect on a few 
days of the year when heavy 
passenger loads cut the avail¬ 
ability of seats for standbys. 
These would Include, In 1966, 
April 7 (Thursday before 
Easter Sunday); Nov. 23 and 
27 (Wednesday before and Sun¬ 
day after Thanksgiving Day), 
and Dec. 15 through 21.

Spaghetti Supper 


Writing the history 
of Weakley County Is expected 
to result from research begun 
several months ago at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, Chancellor Paul Meek 
said yesterday. 

Work on the project, 
Initiated several years ago, was 
resumed In July 1965 by Wayne 
Tansll, associate professor of 
history and associate' director 
of public relations at UTMB 
Chancellor Meek said. 

It Is expected that It will 
take at least two years to com¬ 
plete the research before the 
writing of the history can be 
undertaken. 

Chancellor Meek pointed out 
that In a sense UTMB Is at¬ 
tempting to pay back part of 
the debt owed to all the citizens 
of Weakley County, Including 
Martin. The debt Includes the 
$200,000 provided by the County 
of Weakley and the City of 
Martin to purchase the buildings 
and grounds of Hall-Moody Col¬ 
lege from the Baptist when they 
decided In 1927 to close the col¬ 
lege and center their higher 
educational interests on Union 
University In Jackson. Since 
that time the citizens of Weakley 
County have continued to supp¬ 
ort UTMB. The latest mani¬ 
festation of this support was 
the voluntary contribution of 
$150,000 to the building of die 
stadium. 

Chancellor Meek said the 
advice and support of die Ten¬ 
nessee Historical Commission 
•>nd the ^Tennessee Historical 
bv. lety have been sought In 
carrying on die research for 
the history. Microfilms, U.S. 
Census Reports, original do¬ 
cuments In the Tennessee Li¬ 
brary and Archives and from the 
archives of other states, county 
records, and older histories 
are being sought out and re¬ 
searched for die Weakley 
Coimty history project. 

Also being sought as pri¬ 
mary source materials are the 
personal records In the hands 
of Individual citizens in die 
county. Some of these may 


include family histories, land 
grant information, and other 
materials. Genealogies furnish 
valuable historical background 
material. Information relating 
to Indian camp sites and arti¬ 
facts and pioneers tools and 
household equipment are also 
necessary for writing a defini¬ 
tive history of Weaklev County. 

General topics ofthehlstory 
of Weakley County will Include 
the pioneers themselves, their 
character and composition 
and where they lived before 
coming to the county. Other 
subjects to be treated will In¬ 
cluded the establishing of the 
county In 1823 following a pe¬ 
tition to the legislature signed 
by approximately 243 heads of 
families and other men who 
were already living lnwhatthen 
was a western extension of 
Henry County. 


“Idealism Is one thing, but 
you must mix It with prac¬ 
ticality,” said Mr. Don Dicken¬ 
son, the Chairman of the Henry 
County Republicans, speaking 
to the University Young Re¬ 
publican Club Monday night. 

Speaking on party unity, or¬ 
ganization, and the need for 
young people, Dickenson went on 
to say, “What we need in Ten¬ 
nessee, especially in West Ten 
nessee, Is a better party organi¬ 
zation. We have come a long 
way, but there Is much to do.” 
He said that the Republican 
party Is capturing the Interest 
of the younger generation. 

Also at that meeting, 
Chairman Allen Strawbrldge 
announced that Mr. Julius 
Hurst, the Chairman of the State 
Republican Executive Com¬ 
mittee will soon be visiting the 
campus to speak to the club.
